The soft, flexible, inner 
bark he W(;aves into basket, twines into 
strong lb rends, and even adapts for 
purposes of clothing. The tiinljer 
frames of houses he makes of the hard 
external wood of the trunk, and their 
roofs he forms of the broad leaves of 
the tree covered over with clay and 
weighted with sloiie.s. Thus theri! i.s 
absolutely no [.'art of the date palm 
which may not be ma le useful to man- 
kind; 'and t be iiati ves who uiulers'and 
it could sustain life literally with no 
other sustenance. Amongst its other 
virtues the palm is remarkable |)roli(ic,

ANOTHER WAR CLOUD IN THE 
EAST. 



Slowly but surely Russia is advancing 
step by step towards tlio borders of 
British India, and ore long tho two ^TcrU 
rival powers are certain to be in each 
others presence. Then tho inevitable 
struggle for eastern supremacy will begin. 
Sceptics have often asserted that beyond 
a certain point the groat power could not 
advance. In spite of tlieso declarations 
she has advanced. Deserts have not bar- 
red her way. Distance from her base of 
operations has not induced her to stay 
her onward progress, while the resistance 
of wild fierce tribes iu defence of their 
freedom and their heritage, has but in- 
creasingly developed her energies and 
taught her the bettor to head off or to 
crush all opposition. Ono country after 
another has been subdued, and her prom- 
ises have again and again been made only 
to be broken; for tho solemn obligation not 
to occupy Merv whicli is now alleged was 
mado by tho Czar is not by any means 
tho first thing of the kind that has been 
cast to tho winds iu tliose rogioiis of 
Central Asia. British rule has at tho 
same time been spreading northward, 
professedly against Britain's wishes, but 
at the same time with the regularity of 
something like f-ito or destiny. When 
tho time comes when Russian and British 
territory shall bo conterminou.'i, what then? 
Must there nocossiViily be war/ or is tho 
war inevitable even before they thus bo- 
come directly neighbors? Supposing that 
Russia is now perfectly honest in saying 
that she has no desireto gcvbeyonu'ifJ^''^'' 
what is her proiniae worth? Is there ai?^' 



likelihood then of Afghanistan remaining 
practically neutral and independent with 
a strong feeling of friendliness toward 
Britain? It all depends, we foar, on which 
side makes it most worth the while of 
these wild mountaineers to remain quiot 
or to bocomo actively aggresivo. 

The question with Britain, then, is like- 
ly to bo revived — what is the true 
"scientific frontier" both for ofl'enco and 
defence? Where is tho true line on whiob 
to make a successful stand? Is it— with 
Afghanistan annexed — on the north-west 
of that wild, inaccessible land? In the 
midst of such a diversity of opinion, even 
among those who ought to know tho 
country well, as undoubtedly prevails, it 
might be dillicuU to say. 

Apparently, howovor, from tho reports 
prevalent, Hritain is not going to wait 
till she bo assailed on the banks of the 
Indus. Kandahar and Quettah, it is said, 
are to bo occupied, and a Conimiasion is 
to bo aont to hco in what condition the 
long celebrated Herat at present isl A 
new treaty is to bo made with the ruler 
of Afghanistan— and that moans monoy— 
while other needful precautions are to be 
taken which any day may result, in spite 
of tho most pacific intentions, in the 
whole of that aoa of mountains being re- 
occupied by great Britain, notwithstand- 
ing all tho leasons and dinaatei'3 of the 
past. It is not more likely to be in the 
Black Sea and tho Baltic than on the 
western frontier of Afghanistan or tho 
plains of India. And what would that 
ineaiil A European war with all its ter- 
ribe acconipaiiiinents and all its formi- 
dable overturnings. ['orhaps he thinks 
a good rattlin;,' war would in the circiuu 
slancoa bo the beat means of drawing oil 
the attention of his subjects from internal 
troubles and Nihilistic plottiiiga. Perhaps 
he fancies that the hour has at liist ar- 
rived when tho "sick man's" goods have to 
bo administered to and divided. Per- 
haps ho dreams that El Mahdi might 
be made a very convenient ally, and that 
they two as kings of tho North and South 
might accomplish a very notable readjuat- 
meiit of tho map of the world. Who shall 
say? The atniosphoro everywhere is in a 
highly electric condition, and a vn-y light 
spark may issuo in an explosion as wide- 
spread and disastrous as our earth hab 
known for many a day.— Toronto Globe. 



DOMINION LANDS IN BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

In referoiico to the advortiseinou t of 
the Doiniiiioii Oovernnient which ai)i)ears 
in to-day's Colanist, we deem it of the 
greatest importanco to a large numbur of 
people in this country to give the follow- 
ing Hyni)[)ai3 of the Dominion Lands Act 
of 1883, which governs homestead rights 
in this province. It will be found of 
groat value, and should be preserved for 
reforonco hereafter : 

"DOMINION LANDS ACT, 188il." 

IIOMK.STEAU UKIllT.S. 

27. Any jierson, nialo or female, wlu is 
tho sole head of a family, or any male who 
has attained the ago of eighteen years, 
shall, on making application in tho form 
A in the schedule to this act, bo entitled 
to obtain homestead entry for any ([uan- 
tit yot land not exceeding one quarter 
section, and being of the class of land 
open, under tho provisions of this Act, to 
hoiiiostead entry. 

2. Such persona shall also, in connec- 
tion with such homestead entry, be en- 
titled to the privilege of obtaining at the 
saino time, hut not at a later date, a pre- 
emption entry for an adioining unoccupied 
section, or part of a (|uarter si;ctu)ii, of 
land of the same class. 

3. The entry for a homestead and for 
its attached pro-cuiption, if any, shall en- 
title tho recipient to take, occupy and 
cultivate the land entered for, and hold 
possession of tho same to tho excluaion of 
any other person or persons whomsoever, 
and to bring and iiiuintain actions for 
trespass committed on the said land ; the 
title to tho land shall remain in the Crown 
until the issue of the patent therefor, and 
the said huid shall not ho liable to be 
taken in execution before the issue of 
patent. 

4. The privilege of homestead and pre- 
emption entry shall only apply to survey- 
ed agricultural lands; no person shall bo 
entitled to such entry for land valuable 

for its tiinhor, or for hay land, or for land 
on which there is a atone or inarblu ijuar 
ry, or coal or other mineral having com- 
mercial value, or whereon there ia any 
water power which may serve to drive 
machinery, or for land which, by reason 
of its position, such aa being tho shore of 
an important harbor, bridge site or canal 
site, or being either an actual or (irospec- 
tivo railway terminus or station, it will be 
iu the public interest to withhold from 
such entry. 

28. Wlionever the survey of any town- 
ship has been finally confirmed and such 
township opened for homestead entry, any 
person who has bona fide settled and made 
improvements before such confirmed sur- 
vey on land in such township, shall have 
a prior right to obtain homestead entry 
for tho land so settled on, provided such 
right be exercised within three months 
after the land is open for aottlomont; and 
provided thai such land has not been re 
served or the right to homestead entry i.s 
not expected under tho provisions of this 
.\ct. No homestead entry shall bo grant- 
ed to any other person in respect of such 
land until three months notice m writing 
shall have boon given by tho local agent 
to such bona fide settler that such land is 
open for sottlemont. 

20. To obtain homestead entry it shall 
1)0 necessary for tho per.ion applying 
therefor to appear and make aflidavit bt' 
fore the local agent accordingi to form 15. 
C, D, or E, iu tho aohediild to this Act, as 
the circumstances of the case require; up 
on liling Buch aflidavit with the local 
agent, and on payment to him of an ddice 
fee of ten dollars, such poratui shall receive 
a receipt from tho local agent according,' to 
the form F iu tho schedule to this Act; 
and such receipt shall be a certificate of 
entry, ane ahall bo authority to. the per- 
son obtaining it to go into possession of 
tho land described in it. 

2. If a person obtaining homestead en- 
try applies for and obtains at the same 
time a pre-emption entry, he shall pay to 
the local agent a further olHce fee of ton 
dollars, and shall receive theref(U- from 
him a receipt in liko form, and having 
liko effect to that prescribed for lionie- 
stead ontry. 

3- Provided, that in case of intending 
immigrants or other persons proposing to 
settle together, the Ministor of tho Inter- 
ior or tho Land Board, on retiuisition 
signed by them, may authorize any person 
they name to obtain homestead and pre- 
nniption uiitrioa for them, before their ar- 
rival in the territory in which tho land 
they dosiro to occupy is situate. 

4. The person so authorized shall, tn 
obtain such entries, make appliqation m 
the form G in tho schedule to this Act, on 
behalf of each of those whom ho ropro- 
aonts, and ahall make affidavit before the 
local agent according to form H, J. K, or 
L, in the schedule to this Act, as the cir- 
cunialances require, and pay for each 




homestead and for each pre-emption ontry 
th.e olHco feo of ten dollars hereinbefore 
prescribed for such entry. 

f), Persons occupying land owned by 
them may obtain homestead ontry for any 
contiguous land open to the same; but the 
whole extent of land, including that pre- 
viously owned and occupied, must not 
u.xcecd ono quarter section. 

0. A person a[iiily ing for such entry for 
contiguous land must, when making tho 
affidavit prescribed for homestead entry, 
also describe therein the tract ho owns 
and lives upon; and his residence upon 
and cultivatiun of the wliule shall there- 
after be of the kind and for tho term re- 
((uired by the provisions of this Act in 
tho case of ordinary homestead entry, be- 
fore he shall be entitled to patent for the 
part so entered for: Provided, that such 
residence and cultivation may be upon 
and of either the land originally occupied 
by him, or that for which homestead en- 
try has been obtained, or both. 

30. In case a dispute arises between 
persons claiming the right to homestead 
entry for the same land, tho local agunt, 
or any person thereto authorized by the 
jMinister of the Interior, ahall make iii- 
vestigaticm anil obtain evidence respect- 
ing tho fticts, and bis report thoreon, to- 
gether with tlie evidence taken, shall bo 
referred to the Minister of tho Interior 
for decision, or to the Uoininion Lauds 
Board, Ooininiasioner of Dominion Lands, 
or such person aa may he appointed by the 
(lovernor iu Council to consider and de- 
cide in cases of such disputes: 

2. Provided that, when two or mora 
[jersoiis have settled upon ami seek to ob- 
tain homcitead entry fur the same land, 
the one wh(j settled tirat thoreiui ahall be 
entitled to such entry if thu land bo of 
the clasa open to luiuioatead ontry, and if 
it bo not in thu opinion of tiie Minister of 
the Interior otherwise inexpedient, in the 
public interest, to entertain any applica- 
tion therefor: 

3. Provided further that, where con- 
tending i)arties have made valuahio ini 
pr- rveinenta on the laiul in dispute, the 
.Minister of the Interiui', if the ap|ilicatiuii 
to acquire the laud by homestead entry ia 
entertained by him, may order a division 
thereof in such manner aa shall preserve 
to each of them as far us practicable. Ids 
improvoinents ; and the .Minister may, at 
his discretion, direct that what the laiul 
HO allulted to each of iheni may bo de- 
ficient of a (|uarter section shall lie made 
up from unoccupied laud adjoining, if 
there be any audi of the class open to 
homestead entry. 

;!1. Any person who has obtained homo- 
stead entry ahall be allowed a period of 
six months from its date within which to 
perfect the entry by taking, in his own 
person, poascsssion of the land and bo- 
giuuiiig c<intiniMiis reaiilence th.M'eon and 
cultivation iheri'Mf; and i! tin- entry be 
not purfecled within that pi'riod, it shall 
bo v.iid, and the land shall be open to 
entry by another person, or to other dis- 
puaition under this Act by the Minister of 
the Interior: 

2. Provided, that any person who has 
obtained entry on or after the lir.it of 
September in any year, and v.hose term 
for perfecting the same expires befwro 
tho first day of .June following, shall be 
allowed an extension of time to the latter 
date within which to perfect his entry: 

3. Provided further, that in the case 
of iiiunigranta from elsewhere 'ihan the 
Xiirth .■Vmericaii Continent, the Ctoveriior 
in Council may extend the time for thu 
perfecting of entry to twelve niontha from 
the date thereof. 

32. In case a certain number of home- 
stead settlers, embracing not loss than 
twenty families, with a view to greater 
coiiveiiionoo in the establishment of 
schools and churches, and to thu attain- 
ment of social advantages of liko character 
aak to be allowed to settle together in 
a hamlet or village, the Minister of the 
Interior may, iu Ida diacrotion, vary or 
dispense with the foregoing requ'romouta 
as to residence, but not as to tho ouUiva 
tion of each separate (juartor-soction en- 
tered as a hoinestead- 

33. \l the expiration of three years 
fidin the date of his [larfecting hia home- 
stead entry, the settler, or in case of hia 
death, his legal representatives, upon 
proving to the satisfaction of tlm Local 
.■\genl, that he, or they, or some of tbeiii 
have l esided ii|)oii and cultivated tho land 
during the cuiil term of three years, aliall 
be entitled to a [jiitent for (ho land, pro- 
vide<l such proof is accepted by the Cmn- 
iiii.saiunur uf Dominion lands, or the Land 
Board: Provided alan, that the patent 
therefnr ahall not issue to any person not 
then a subject to Mer Majesty by birth or 
natur.ili/.atiou : 

2. Provided, that in case of a settler 
who may have obtained hoinoatead entry 
f(n' land occupied by him previous to 
survey thereof in 'manner hereinbefore 
mentioned, residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land for the Ihreo years uexl 
jirecedini^ the application for patent, ahall, 
fio' the puri)o."ie of the isaue of patent, be 
held eqinvalent to that prescribed in the 
foregoing snb-elass, if such rosidenco and 
cultivation be otherwise in conformity 
wiili tin; piovisimis of this .-Vet. 

li. .Any person proving that ho has re- 
sided on the land for which he has home- 
stead entry fur twelve months from the 
ilate of his perfecting his entry therefor, 
anil that he has brcuighl under cultiva- 
tion at leaat thirty acros theroof, m.ay, be- 
fuie tlie expiration of tho three years de- 
liiied in nub class one of this cl.auao, obtain 
a patent by paying the (lovernmeiit price 
at the time fnr the land , 

4. Proof of such residence and ciiltiva- 
fiim ahall be made by allidavit before tho 
Local .Agent by tho claimant, and corro- 
borated by the testimony on oath of two 
disinterested wit.nesaes resichuit iu the 
vicinity of the hiinl .■ilfi'Ct(!d by their evi- 
dence, and accepted aa sullieient by the 
Coiuniisniuner of Dominion Lands m- thu 
liiuid Board. 

."). And if, in coniu'i;! inn with the hoine- 
.stiNid entry, the settler lias heretofipre 
ol'taiiieil, itv hereafter obtains, a pre- 
emption entry in accordance with the 
[iroviaiona of this .-Vet, he ahall, on bo- 
coming entitled to a patent for hia home- 
steac, be also entitled to a patent for the 
land included in such pre-emption ontry, 
on payment of tho price li.xed in accor- 
dance with the provi.iioiis '.'f this .-Xet, by 
the ( Jovernor in Council ; but such pre- 
emption right, if not exerci.sed and pay- 
ment made within six months after tho 
acttliir shall have become entitled to claim 
a patent under hia homestead entry, shall 
be forfeited, and such pre emption shall 
not thereafter bo open to homestead 
entry without the consent of the Minister 
of the Interior. 

;j4. In case it is proved to tho aatiafac- 
tioti of the Minister of tho Interior that a 
settler has not resided upon and cultivat- 
ed his houiesiead, except aa herein pro- 
vided for, at least si.x mouths in any one 
year, the right to the land ahall bo for- 
feited, and the entry therefui ahall bo 
uiiiicolleil; ;iud the settler so forfeiting hia 
entry shall not bo eligible to obtain an- 
other entry e.xcopit in special cases in the 
discretion of tho .Minister of the Interior. 

2. Provided, that in cases of illness, 
vouched for by siilliciont ovidunco, or in 
the cases of iinmi)iraiitB requiring tu re- 
turn to their native land to bring out 



their families to their liumestoads, or in 
other special cases, tho Ministor of tho 
Interior may, in hia diacrotion, grant an 
uxtenaion of time, during which a settler 
may be absent from ^his homestead with- 
out prejudice to his right therein; but tho 
time 80 granted shall not count aa resi- 
dence. 

35. -\ homestead, tho entry of which 
has been cancellud, may, at the discretion 
of the Minister, be held for sale of the 
laud with the improveiueuts, if any — or of 
the improvements only, in connection 
with homestead entry thereof — to another 
person. 

30. .Any aaaignment or transfer of 
homestead or pro-emptiou right or any 
part thereof, and any agreement to as- 
sign or transfer any homestead or pre-emp- 
tion right or any part thereof after pat- 
ent, which shall have been obtained,made 
or entered into before the isaue of the 
patent, shall be null and void; and the 
person so assigning or transferring or 
making an agreement to assign or trans- 
fer, ahall forfeit his homestead and pre- 
emption ri^ht, and ahall not be permitted 
to make another homostoad ontry: Pro- 
vided, that a person whoao homestead or 
homestead and pre-emption may have 
been recommended for patent by tho lo- 
cal agontand who has received front such 
agent a corlihcato to that effect in the 
form M, in the schedule to thia Act, coun- 
tersigned by the Commissioner of Domin- 
ion Lands, may legally dispose of and 
convey, assign or transfer his right and 
title therein.

K. R(il)urtsiin,clmiged 
with Iho immlor of a half-breed imined 
IJailoy, hua siilfurud tlio extremo penalty 
of tlio Uiw at Nlmv Westiiiiiiater, Our 
readura will rt- iiii-iiil>er that Bailey sturtcd 
in March, ISS;!, in a canoe from Now 
Westniilisier for I'itt HivLT. Not bt'ilii; 
heard of,thiL'i- liuliiui.s in wliosu coini)niiy 
he had last bot-n soi-n, weru arrested and 
charged with the murder of the inissint; 
man. Robertson, who was one of tbu 
throo arrested, turned Queen's evidence 
and yuided the poliiio to the scene of the 
murder — on the Frasor, off Haifjh'a can- 
nery. The body was yrappled und brouijbl 
to the surface, showinf^ u bullet hole 
through the back. The Indiana I'oteand 
Jim were acquitted and Ilobertson found 
guilty, and date of sentence deferred. Be- 
neath is a full telegrapliic account of his 
execution. 

(Exclusive to Till- Colonist.) 

Nkw We.stminstbk, March 13. 

Two days ago inatructiona were receix- 
ed from Ottawa that the law would have 
to take its cour.se. The execution was ac- 
cordingly fi.xed to take place in the gaol 
yard of New Westminster ut 8 a. in. to- 
day. The prisoner received the informa- 
tion with apparent compo.sure, and eat 
and alept as usual. Father Harris was 
with him conalantly, praying with und ex- 
horting hini to repent, ilobertson being 
weak-minded did not seem to thoroughly 
realize his situation although, wlu'ii being 
bound previous to Ijeing led to the scaf- 
fold, it wad noticed that he shuddered 
convulsively. There were about a dozen 
persona present, exclusive of the oOicials; 
while outside of thu walla of the prison a 
large number of persons, including many 
Indians, had assembled. 

A few minutes before eight, a door open- 
ed and the aoluinn prucosuiun appeared 
and filed slowly toward thu scail'old, the 
prisoner walking without noticeable re- 
luctance, accompanied by the prio^it, who 
was repeating the Roman Catholic prayers 
for the dying. After the prisoner had 
mounted the Hcall'old ho was placed on 
the trap and the nouse adjusted. The 
doomed man had made no public state- 
ment, but a few moments before the cap 
was drawn over his head, is reported to 
have assured tho priest of his innucenco. 
A drop of about five foot was given him 
and BO thoroughly did the hangman do 
llis work that death was almost simultan- 
eous with the drawing of thu bolt. The 
body having remained hanging until life 
was extinct, it was cut down, and an in- 
quest held upon it by Dr. Trew, the gacd 
surgeon. Friends of the deceased wislied 
to take the body, but their application was 
refused. The Indians manifeatod a go^jd 
deal of feeling over the execution and say 
that Robortson should nut have been 
hanged; and that Pete and Jim, the two 
Indians tried and acquitted, were the real 
murderers. This opinion also ubtaina 
with many of the white people.

An inquest was coininoncad at Nicola 
on Monday 18th February last, with the 
following result, by Coroner J. Clapper- 
ton, to iiKjuire into thu cause of the death 
of tho Indian, Billy Harper, alleged to 
have been maltreated by ]Mr. Howao, thu 
Indian Agent. Tho number of wituesae.'i 
examined was very large, and the evidence 
very voluminous. The evidence of the 
following witnossos will however, show 
the facta of tho case. — Mr. Harrison at- 
tended on behalf of thu government. Ex- 
amined by Mr. Uarriaon, — George Potlit, 
sworn : In .) uly last I was living at Nicola 
keeping a store ; I remoniber Uowse and 
an Indian coming into the store; 
They seemed to have a disputt-; llowso 
used pen and paper 1 was 
was in tho store and heard Uowse and au 
Indian talking; lo ikod out and saw Billy 
Harper ride up on a horae; Howae spoke 
to liiin; Billy got otfhis horse, they cainu 
into the store talking Chinook and part 
English, as near as I could to[l. The talk 
was about a bill due Wardlo at Hope, 
Howao asked ine for pun and i)aper. I 
aaw Howae wrieing; the dispuio went on, 
at last Billy Harpor said to Howse, "You 

are a lying aon of a b h" twice. Howao 

said, "look here, I won't allow noSiwaah 

to call mo a lying son of a b h. "Howao 

put his hand on his shoulder, and said 
"get out of hero." As soon as Hoivae 
put his hand on his shoulder or took him 
by tho collar, the Indian grabbed and tore 
Howso's shirt; Howae then ahovod him 
out of thu store and ulf the stoop. Thu 
Indian's spurs caught in something and 
they both fell over; their fall broke their 
hold and both jumped up. Then the Si- 
waali struck at Howae as hard as ho could; 
hu struck at him at least half a duiion 
times, HoWSO warding of tho blows; then 
Howae stood up and struck him an over 
hand blow on tho lip; tho Indian 
then put up hia hand to his faoe and look- 
ed at It. 'iho all'air did not last over one 
minute till it was over. The Indian did 
not seem to stagger from the blow; tho 
Iiidiiii turned round aud walked towards 
the road.

The expectoration mix- 
ed with blood described by Robert Scott, 
may have come from the back of th«> nose 
or the lung's, but it might arise from 
more aerioua causes.

The infantry uiilI artilh-ry coaipl(;te- 
ly routed the riiuiny from llu-ir pits and 
trenches. 'I'ho battle did not last more than 
half au hour whou tho victory for tho Brit- 
ish was made certain. 

London, March 13. -A diHpatob from 
Qen. Graham, dated Osmau Digmu'ii (.'amp, 
.March 13, U a.m., aays; The camp of thu 
euuiuy has been taken after hard lighting, 
since 8 o'clook thia morning. The British 
loss IS seventy killed und one hundred 
wounded. 

A Inter dispatch aays : The bivoxiac last 
uighl was exceedingly unpleasant. The 
Arabs kept up lighting pcruiatontly till just 
before day-break. The bright moonlight 
rendered objects visible at a long distanco, 
but prevented tho enemy making any sud- 
den ousel.

Wo trust there ia enough 
of American pride and solf-reapect in 
congreaa to am that no bill admilting 
Dakota as a state into the federal union 
will ever bi come law until aome other 
and mure appropriate name is given to its 
capital."

OSliIAXT SiaUA'S LOSS 2.400 

EUROPE. 
BiSKLis, March 13. — Bismarck appeared 
in the reichatag to-day and made a speech 
justiliying hia courao in refusing to trans- 
mit the Laakur resolution lo tho re c' a ag. 
He saiil he recognized thu good inlenliima 
of the American Congress, but was unablo 
tohiirneaa hiinaolf lo tho car of proces- 
sion. Bismarck continued, I should 
havo refrained from raantioning this mat- 
ter, except tho manner in which tho 
reiclistag has discussed it, and for the 
charge uf interferuiite ni.ido by Uor Reicli- 
ster. The rebitions of (jeriuaiiy with 
America have always been good. Tho 
gcveninient has coiitsaiitly tried to culti- 
v,ilo ihuiii. Ever since 1 liavu buun a 
minister tho relations between the two 
countries have boon satiafaotory. After 
the war wilh Austria in 1800 and again 
after the Franco- Prnasaiun war. America 
gave nuineroua proofs of ayinpalliy not 
only with the prosperity of the empire but 
also with the person of ihe Chancellor. 
Nothing haa occurred since to disturb 
these good relations. I would have pre- 
sented the resolution to Iho roiehstag had 
1 not been prevented. Lasker'a labors 
had boon ver}' useful to Genniiiiy. This 
clause was directed agiuiist a policy which 
in tho emperor's name 1 havo pursuod 
and w hich Laaker had opposed for years, 
flow the iiueation ariaes whether Lasker 
waa right. If ho wa3|tlien tho oniperor'a 
policy — my policy — was wrong. Ijaskor 
belonged tu the opposition group, who 
made iniiiieiiso capital out of Lasker'a 
merit. Bismarck was iiilur>'upted at this 
point with loud crioa of 'ahnmo' by tko 
left. He turned indignantly toward the 
ipiarter frnni which the cries camo, and 
advaiiciug to thu left he ahoutud, "'I'lit^ 
cry of 'alMiiie' is an insull to me and 1 
dHiiiaad protection of the prusideiit. " 
They should havo cried " alinme" on 
those who carried on political intrigues at 
L:iHkcr's grave. Aa Ohaucellor I can do 
iiiithing without tho Emperor's approval, 
and I cnuld not bu oxpoctod to aak his 
pormiasiou to present such a reMolution aa 
thia is to tho Reichstag. Lnsker introduced 
himself in America aa charapionfor Gor- 
man freedom against the Government and 
despotic tendenoieg. Americans are nut in- 
timately acquaintedwith our circumstances 
I told Eisendeckor, the Qerniau Minister at 
Washiugton, 1 wonld forward the rosoln- 
tiou. My own desire is the good relations 
wliich havo subsisted between the two coun- 
tries for a century. -My actitin was lun'oii 
upon me by the abusu 1 was siibjiicti-ii l(j 
at home. Prnsaia withstood all tuinptalioiis 
fr<un other powers to interfere iu the ati'airs 
of America, and to recognize the Southern 
Btatf-1. 

Kiel, II progressioiiisl, took thu floor and 
said il was a matter of profinuul regret that 
Bismarck should havo ullered uot a single 
word of praise on the Lasker matter. 
Why h;iH Bismarck not spared tho deadi 
The CliHiicellor relorloil lie h id not sat in 
jiidgnioiit on lh« dead, but Ibose who had 
tried to glorify lliu doc:eaaird. He denied 
all friendliness of thu Lasker party to- 
w.irda hini. Lasker had conalantly and 
persistently opposed liim. Risiiuirck cmi- 
tended that the exchange tif suiilimoiits 
between parliaments waa liiglily iiia])pro 
priate, but ho added that D.i Ilaoiid, if hu 
30 plouaed, c<uild introduce a motion 
eoiivoying tho thaiika of the reiclislag for 
its o.\])roasion of aympathy. The appear- 
ance of Bismarck in reiclislag ia generally 
atrributiMl to llis desire to iiiaiiitaiii friend- 
ship with America.

A mill-pond wicli alligatoi's in it 
cannot be u safe place for men — much 
less boys — to wade in. We give tlie fol- 
lowing story as we find it in the Val- 
dosto (Ga.) Times. It relates a thrilling 
adventure of a little lad, and his reso- 
lute struggle for life. We should think 
it no common exploit for even a strong 
man to wrench hims-elf free when 
caught in the jaws of a huge alligator 
in th ree feet of water. A man named 
Johnston, with several other men, wore 
hauling for trout in a mill-pond. His 
little son, Joseph, was with him. 

Master Joseph carried a, bag, or corn 
sack,in which to ile[iosit the lisli. When 
loaded with as many as he could carry, 
he would take them out make a deposit 
and return for more. 

In making one of these trips while 
wading through water aliout 
three feet deep, some distance 
from the tishermcn, an alligator, said 
to be of unusual si/e, rose suilJeiily at 
the boy, and seized him by the thigh. 

A desi)erate struggle ensued— the 
boy battled for bis life and the alligat- 
or for his prey. 

It so happened that the bag which 
hung by the boy's side was caught in 
the alligator's mouth with the thigh, 
and it proved a sort shield — lessening 
the incisions made by the brtue's teeth, 
and thus, perhaps, preven}ing a shook 
to his nervous system which might 
have made him succumb without tiio 
gU'uggle which .saved him his life.

only facing death — the boy tore his 
bleeding ilesh from the alligator's jaws. 
The uiDHbter grimly held to the sack a 
moment with the delusion, perhaps, 
that he .still had his prey, aSbrding the 
boy an opportunity to escape. 

He had hardly extricated himself 
from the juws of the alligator before 
the fi.shcruien, alarmed by the struggle, 
wore at haml, and another battle en- 
sued, Thirty men, armed with gigs, 
polos, pocket-knives and such other 
instruments of war as were at hand, 
charged upon the monster- 
Being in three feet of wati?r, the al- 
ligator had the advantage, but the men 
had their blood up and wen; not to he 
outdone. They [loled and punched and 
harpooned hiiu until the brute was al- 
most over coiiio, when one of the party 
nuule l)old to seize him by the tail. 

This was a signal for a general as- 
sault. In less time tlian it would lake 
to toll it a luimljcr of the more daring 
of tlui inoii had biui by the tail and legs. 
There wore too many of them for tlie 
alligator to ala[) around with his tail, a 
peculiar mode of alligator warfare, and 
he had to give up the fight.
